1. DRV VICE PREMIER DUY TRINH VISITED BUDAPEST MARCH 29- 
APRIL 2 AT INVITATION OF GOH AND MET WITH HSWP FIRST 
SECRETARY KADAR, PRESIDENT LOSONCZI, PREMIER FOCK, AND 
FOREIGN MINISTER PUJA. 

2. IOINT COMMUNIQUE EMPHASIZED "COMPLETE IDENTITY OF 
VIEWS REGARDING ALL QUESTIONS DISCUSSED". GOH GAVE ITS 
FULL SUPPORT TO "DRV AND PRG EFFORTS TO IMPLEMENT PARIS 
AGREEMENTS" AND CALLED FOR ACCEPTANCE OF PRG MARCH 22 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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FOR GOH PARTICIPATION IN ICCS, WHEREBY IT MAKES DIRECT 
CONTRIBUTION T MAINTENANCE AND CONSOLIDATION OF PEACE 
IN SVN". GOH WAS ALSO THANKED FOR ITS MEDICAL ASSISTANCE 
TO VICTIMS OF WAR. COMMUNIQUE DEMANDED THAT US AND 
"SAIGON ADMINISTRATION” FOLLOW DRV AND PRG EXAMPLE IN 
"FULLY IMPLEMENTING PARIS AGREEMENT". THERE WAS NO OTHER 
REFERENCE TO US IN COMMUNIQUE OR IN OTHER GOH OR PARTY 
STATEMENTS DURING THE VISIT. 

3. PRESS ANNOUNCED APRIL 3 THAT KADAR AND FOCK YESTERDAY 
RECEIVED PREMIER PHAM VAN DONG, WHO IS "RESTING IN HUNGARY 
FOLLOWING VISIT TO CUBA". 

4. THERE WAS LITTLE OF SUBSTANCE IN PRESS UNTIL APRIL 3 
WHEN MAGYAR HIRLAP CARRIED FAIRLY STRONG FRONT-PAGE 
EDITORIAL, WHICH CONCLUDED BY SAYING TRINH COULD SEE HERE 
THAT HUNGARIAN GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE CONDEMNED US INTER- 
FERENCE IN INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF SVN. ARTICLE STATED 
SECRETARY KISSINGER’S LETTER TO CONGRESS ON CONTINUED AID TO 
SVN "DECISIVE PROOF THAT US VIOLATING (PARIS) AGREEMENT". 

AND QUOTED STOCKHOLM CONFERENCE CONCLUSION THAT US WAS CONTINUING 
TO INTEVENE IN SVN. ARTICLE ASLO SAID IT WAS REGRETTABLE THAT 
INDONESIA (SEE REFTEL) AND IRAN, BY MAKING UNILATERAL INVESTIGATION 
OF CAI LAY INCIDENT "ENCOURAGE SAIGON ADMINISTRATION TO 
VIOLATE AGREEMENT", AND CHARGED THAT THIS ACTION IS 
"IN CONTRADICTION TO LETTER AND SPIRIT OF PRIS AGREEMENT. 

THIS WAS FIRST DIRECT CRITICISM WE HAVE SEEN OF IRAN 
AND INDONESIA, WHOSE NAMES WERE USED TWICE. 

5. PRESS HAS RECENTLY ADOPTED TOUGHER STANCE TOWARD 
US AND GVN, AS WE HAVE ALREADY REPORTED. THIS CAN BE 
ATTRIBUTED PARTIALLY TO ATMOSPHERICS CREATED FOR DVN 
VISITORS, BUT IT IS PROBABLY EVIDENCE THAT GOH WAS 
STUNG BY GVN AND INDONESIAN ACCUSATIONS OVER CAI LAY 
SHELLING. WHETHER UPSURGE WILL BE LONGER LASTING WE CANNOT 
TELL. COMMUNIQUE WITH DRV, ON OTHER HAND, WAS MILDER 
VIS-A-VIS US THAN PRG COMMUNIQUE FROM LAST FALL.
